Name atop 
street won’t 
be cheap: 
Draft bylaw 


O Bylaw offers option to honour ‘noteworthy 
persons’ without changing street names 


Winnipeggers wanting to pay trib¬ 
ute to fellow citizens through the 
renaming of streets may soon have 
a new way to do it without a mess 
of red tape — but they will have to 
open their wallets. 

City employees will table the 
results of a draft street-naming 
bylaw Thursday to politicians on 
the planning, property and devel¬ 
opment committee. 

They are that proposing people 
and groups wishing to honour cit¬ 
izens by placing names on distinct 
signs atop existing street-name 
signs on a temporary basis (for a 
maximum of two years) should pay 
a $150 application fee and a $200 
per-sign installation fee. 

The applicant would also be on 
the hook for the cost to have the 


signs manufactured. 

Administrators call the plan “a 
third option” for people and groups 
to commemorate aspects of Win¬ 
nipeg, including notable people, 
historical features and cultural 
events. 

A sign-topper would be gifted to 
either the person who paid for it 
or handed over to the mayor’s office 
when its display time runs out. 

The review of current street¬ 
naming rules was prompted by a 
lack of a single standard for how 
requests from residents, politicians 
and advocacy groups were handled. 

Administrators are also recom¬ 
mending council approve an appli¬ 
cation fee of $150 to add a street 
name to the city’s list of reserved 
street names. # james turner

Most people would, natural¬ 
ly, be hesitant to employ a 
blind photographer. 

But those people would 
be missing out. 

“People ask me, ‘How do 
you do it?’” said Tara Miller, 
a Winnipeg photographer 
with 100 Acre Woods Pho¬ 
tography. 

Miller said it wasn’t until 
a few years ago, when digi¬ 
tal photography technology 
caught up to what was nor¬ 
mally only possible on film, 
that she was able to pick up 
an old hobby she gave up 
after she began to lose her 
sight as a teenager. 

Miller said she works in 
conjunction with her hus¬ 
band, who is also a photog¬ 
rapher, and she tethers her 
Nikon D300 camera to a 27- 
inch monitor that she car¬ 
ries around. Blowing up the 
photographs to 200 per 
cent, Miller is able to tell if 


she has a good shot and if 
it’s in focus. 

“I shoot only in manual,” 
she said, with the exception 
of having to rely on auto¬ 
matic focus. She relies on 
the little vision she does 
have to frame her shot, 
then takes the photos she 
needs to ensure a good re¬ 
sult. 

Now one of her photos is 
a finalist in the Eye Remem¬ 
ber photo contest, spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian 
National Institute for the 
Blind. 

The photo, of a lighting 
storm approaching Win¬ 
nipeg over a sunflower 
field, is one of five finalists 
in the contest. If she wins, 
she gets to go on a trip to a 
scenic spot in Canada, like 
Jasper or Niagara Falls. 

“I told my friends and 
family, if they go online and 
vote for me and I win, I’ll 
take lots of pictures.”

Man faces charges 
after foiled theft 


A young Winnipeg man is 
behind bars today facing 
extortion, intimidation, 
kidnapping and other seri¬ 
ous charges after a dispute 
over a car stereo turned 

ugly- 

Police allege the 18- 
year-old man hatched a 
foiled plot to steal a car 
stereo with the help of two 
teens named as victims in 
the case. 

When the victims re¬ 
buffed the plot, the man 
stole the stereo anyway 
and became furious when 
the theft was reported to 
authorities, police allege. 

The stereo was ultimate¬ 
ly returned, but the man 
became angry about being 
ratted out, said Const. Ja¬ 
son Michalyshen. 

The dispute escalated to 
the point that the man al¬ 
legedly tried to kidnap one 
of the teens by violently 
forcing him into a vehicle. 

The intimidation and 
threats carried on for a 
week before an arrest was

made Thursday at a North 
Kildonan home, police 
said. 

Investigators seized a 
Taser stun gun and a small 
amount of stolen property 
in the raid, documents 
said. 

The man and his victims 
are known to each other, 
said Michalyshen, who 
added the boys were shak¬ 
en up by the incidents. 

The case appears unre¬ 
lated to gang activity, said 
Michalyshen. 

A trial is also pending

Armed with a majority 
mandate, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper is forging 
ahead with a 2011-12 budg¬ 
et larded with low-cost bou¬ 
tique tax breaks, modest 
pension help for the poor¬ 
est seniors, and a vow to 
slay the deficit within four 
years. 

New to the spending 
blueprint is $2.2 billion for 
Quebec as an inducement 
to finalize full harmoniza¬ 
tion of the provincial sales 
tax with the federal GST. 

The budget will also 
phase out the $2-per-vote 
public subsidy received by 
all federal political parties. 

All the moves were re¬ 
peatedly linked to the ma¬ 
jority mandate the 
Conservatives won May 2, 
when 39.6 per cent of vot¬ 
ers delivered them 166 
seats in the House of Com¬ 


mons. 

Opposition Leader Jack 
Layton complained that the 
Conservatives were not be¬ 
ing transparent about 
where their proposed cuts 
in federal spending would 


come from. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty said some programs 
“will not continue.”

PM makes first visit to Quebec flood zone 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper finally arrived in 
Quebec’s flood zone — and, 
while he didn’t bring his 
hip waders, he did come 
cariying a few funding an¬ 
nouncements. 

The prime minister com¬ 
pleted a helicopter tour yes¬ 
terday over the disaster 
area where 3,000 homes 
have been flooded and hun¬ 
dreds have been forced 
from their houses. 

He took a walking tour 
to visit flood installations, 
chatted with area residents, 
and met with local officials. 

“It’s obvious the damage 
is considerable,” Harper 
told a news conference. 


He announced several 
initiatives — including fi¬ 
nancial help for Quebec’s 
disaster response and fund¬ 
ing for its flood-mitigation 
program. 

Harper had been criti¬ 
cized for failing to visit dur¬ 
ing the region’s seven-week 
ordeal and for his govern¬ 
ment’s refusal to let the 
army stick around to help 
with the cleanup. 

Visiting ahead of the fed¬ 
eral budget announcement, 
Harper said he didn’t want 
to give the Quebec floods 
special treatment. Army 
cleanup assistance was not 
offered elsewhere, such as 
in Manitoba.

“The people of Mon-

In 
some areas, dozens of rows 
of streets remain sub¬ 
merged.

LOS ANGELES. An interna¬ 
tional mission will chart 
the saltiness of the ocean 
— from outer space. 

An Argentine-built 
spacecraft carrying 
instruments from the 
United States and other 
nations is set to launch 
Thursday from the Van- 
denberg Air Force Base 
along the central Califor¬ 
nia coast aboard a Delta 2 
rocket. 

The craft will circle 
657 kilometres above the 
Earth and will use a 
NASA-built instrument to 
map weekly changes in 
the levels of brine in the 
sea. NASA’s Aquarius in¬ 
strument is so sensitive 
that it can detect changes 
down to a dash of salt in 
a gallon of water. 

Nearly three-quarters 
of the Earth’s surface is 
covered by water, which 
contains about 3.5 per 
cent salt. Though the 
amount of salt in the 
world’s oceans remains 
mostly unchanged, the 
brine concentration in 
the topmost layer varies 
around the globe. 

Understanding how 
brackish the sea surface 
is will help researchers 
better predict future cli¬ 
mate change and short¬ 
term climate phenomena 
such as El Nino and its al¬ 
ter ego La Nina.

Cops continue 
to confound 
Pink Panthers 

Montenegrin police report 
they have arrested an 
alleged member of the in¬ 
ternational gang of jew¬ 
el thieves known as the 
Pink Panthers. 

Police identified the 
man as Igor Jocic, a citizen 
of neighbouring Serbia. 

They said he was trying to 
cross the border between the 


two Balkan states. They did not speci¬ 
fy the alleged crime he has commit¬ 
ted. 

The members of the gang are 
believed by Interpol to be from 
Balkan countries. They are the prime 
suspects in a series of thefts that 
have netted more than $175 million 
US of jewels and watches over the 
past decade in Europe, Asia and 
the Persian Gulf. 

International police have said 
more than 25 arrests have been

Montreal’s Simple Plan is 
one of Canada’s biggest 
bands of the 21st century, 
with sales in excess of sev¬ 
en million albums world¬ 
wide. 

The newest, Get Your 
Heart On! (out June 21), is 
filled with the trademark 
anthemic choruses that 
made it so popular out of 
the gate. 

On the band’s 2008 self- 
titled album, frontman 
Pierre Bouvier, drummer 
Chuck Comeau, guitarists 
Jeff Stinco and Sebastien 
Lefebvre, and bassist 
David Desrosiers did veer 
away from the straight-up 
pop-roclc thing just a bit 
with electronic program¬ 
ming. This time they’re 
back to the purity of 
2002’s No Pads, No Hel¬ 
mets ... Just Balls, and 
2004’s Still Not Getting 
Any... 

But, they didn’t just go 
back to the same old for¬ 
mula. Simple Plan invited 
some specials guests to 
sing on the album — 
K’Naan on Summer Para¬ 
dise, Rivers Cuomo of 
Weezer on Can’t Keep My 
Hands Off You, and 



Natasha Bedingfield on 
the first single, Jet Lag. 

“It’s the first time we’ve 
had a female guest vocal,” 
says Bouvier during an in¬ 
terview. “Well, it’s more 
like a duet. There’s so 
many parts for the girl.” 

Of the K’Naan appear¬ 
ance, Bouvier says the rap¬ 
per was in Los Angeles at 
the same time Simple Plan 
was recording and popped 
into the studio for the day. 

“It was a little guitar 


thing and we called him 
up and said, ‘We want you 
to rap on that part.’ All I 
said was, ‘Can you end it 
with ‘and I’ll be there in a 
heartbeat?”’ 

Cuomo was a major 
coup. Bouvier and 
Comeau, the band’s main 
songwriters, collaborated 
with many outside writers 
for Get Your Heart On! and 
one of those people was 
the Weezer frontman. 

“He’s a really shy per¬ 


son and very introverted 
person,” Bouvier says. 
“Love the guy, super nice, 
but I’d say a little bit awk¬ 
ward and he’d probably 
even say it himself. 

“We’ve met some peo¬ 
ple who have co-written 
with him and we said, 
‘Yeah, he’s singing on our 
song,’ and they say, ‘He’s 
singing on your song? He 
must’ve really liked you 
guys because he doesn’t 
do that a lot.’”

► Question: Loser of the Year 
is clearly about celebrity 
and fame, but what is the 
point Simple Plan is trying 
to make? 

► Answer: “The song is a

Lil Wayne,” says Bouvier. 
“The idea behind it is no 
matter what I have, all this 
money and all these 
things — we pushed it to 
the extreme (in the lyric); 
it's not really what we're 
living — because I'm so fa¬ 
mous doesn't mean s—t if 
I don't have you with me; 

If I don't have you, then 
I'm really just loser of the 
year. But what was also 
cool, and I saw a different 
side of it a few months 
back, was this song might 
actually sound like it 
might be about having 
fans. It sounds like it could 
be about us onstage, say¬ 
ing, ‘I have all this s—t and 
I’ve got these fancy cars 
and big mansions and 
champagne, but if you're 
not there, then I’m just a 
loser."'

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Seeing the blind life 

O Jeff Berwick takes Metro through a day in his life as a blind man to raise awareness

It’s a day in the life of Jeff 
Berwick. 

He’s an ordinary guy, 
married with two kids, 
commuting two hours 
each way from Oshawa to 
Toronto and back. 

What’s different about 
Berwick is that he’s doing 
it blind. 

“I don’t let too many 


things get in my way,” 
Berwick tells Metro. 

This soft-spoken 38- 
year-old became blind at 
13 when the bone holding 
his optic nerve didn't grow 
normally, pinching off his 
sight. 

With the aid of a guide 
dog and a keen sense of 
touch and sound, he navi¬ 
gates a complex network 
of buses, trains and sub¬ 
ways to get to his job in 
customer service at the

Ontario Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

Once there, his comput¬ 
er speaks to him and he 
does his job so seamlessly 
that sometimes his 
coworkers forget he’s 
blind. 

During time off he does 


what other people do: 
mundane tasks like empty¬ 
ing the dishwasher and 
more exciting events like 
attending sports events his 
kids Spencer, 7, and Asher, 
3, are involved in. 

“Look at me, Daddy!” 
Asher will often say, too 
young to understand his 
dad can’t see him. 

Berwick is helping to 
raise awareness of what 
it’s like to be blind and 
some of the tools that can 


help people with disabili¬ 
ties live normal lives. A 
short documentaiy which 
profiles a day in the life of 
Berwick is available at:

media 

When you open the 
video, you’ll see a shadowy 
black overlay, which is in¬ 
tended to give you are 
sense of what it would be 
like to watch YouTube 
videos if you had low vi¬ 
sion. 


Describing television 


One of the things Jeff 
Berwick loves to do, like 
people who are not blind, 
is to chill out at the end of 
the day with his family, 
watching TV or the latest 
movie. 

He uses a new channel 
called The Accessible 
Channel (TACtv), which 
provides a voice descrip¬ 
tion of what’s going on as 
it happens on the screen. 


“Described video is 
great,” says Berwick. 

“It allows a blind person 
to watch a show that is de¬ 
scribed visually. It’s like a 
whole new world. I don’t 
have to wait to find out 
why people laughed three 
seconds ago.” 

TACtv is produced by 
non-profit Accessible Me¬ 
dia Inc. 

Another AMI product is 


VoicePrint, which provides 
blind people with access to 
leading newspaper and 
magazine articles that 
have been read and record¬ 
ed by volunteer voices. 
Berwick is happy to help 
promote AMI. 

“We produced this com¬ 
mercial so that people 
would say, ‘you’re are not 
as different as I thought’.”

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A case for ADHD drugs 

O A new study indicating a rise in ADHD may have you

Kids experience a lot of 
problems with ADHD... 
some inadvertently caused 
by their parents. Don’t get 
me wrong, these are well- 
meaning parents. These 
are the ones who come into 
my office and immediately 
let me know in no uncer¬ 
tain terms, “I’m not put¬ 
ting my kid on drugs.” You 
can’t blame them — it 
seems every few months, a 
new study comes out about 
medication and its dangers 
or benefits or shortages. 

I don’t prescribe medica¬ 
tion. But what I will do is 
thoroughly evaluate a child 
to determine if he, in fact, 
has ADHD. And, if he does 
... then, the parents and I 
need to talk. 

As a child psychologist, 
it’s my job to make the best 
recommendations I can. 
Then, it’s the parents’ job 
to decide to follow them or 
not. What I have found in 



over 25 years of working 
with kids is that medica¬ 
tion has had the most posi¬ 
tive effect in helping kids 
who have problems with 
ADHD. The improvement 
in their attention, focus 
and behavior can be as¬ 
tounding. Medication for 
children who are truly and 
accurately diagnosed with 
ADHD can help alleviate 
the problems with ADHD. 

It’s just like being told 
your child has diabetes and 
needs insulin. Would you 


argue with that? No! Why? 
Because it can be meas¬ 
ured. You can take a blood 
test and see exactly what 
the insulin level is and then 
compare that to what it 
should be. 

Then why are parents 
still so resistant? For sever¬ 
al reasons. First off, ADHD 
isn’t always understood for 
what it is: a chemical im¬ 
balance. Secondly, one of 
the problems with ADHD is 
that there is no blood test, 
chemical test or actual test 
of any kind! 

Here’s an analogy: You 
find out your child needs 
glasses. There is no blood 
test and the eye tests are all 
subjective. But, you might 
decide that you really don’t 
want to have to put glasses 
on your child’s face, so you 
look for other alternatives. 
I guess we could sit your 
child really close to the 
board, give him LARGE 
PRINT books and have 
someone walk with her. Or, 
we could put glasses on her 
face.

Seduction is ‘essence of life’ for the French

One Saturday afternoon in 
Paris, a New York Times cor¬ 
respondent was baking 
cookies in her running 
clothes and ran out of but¬ 
ter. 

Dashing to a conven¬ 
ience store, she ran into a 


French foreign ministiy of¬ 
ficial who invited her for 
coffee — rumpled appear¬ 
ance and all. 

The official pointed out 
that her street, the impossi¬ 
bly stylish rue du Bac “is 
not the Upper West Side” of 
New York, where it might 
be acceptable to traipse 
about in sweats. 

The American shot back 
that this was her neigh¬ 
bourhood and she should 


be able to wear whatever 
she wants. 

“You can,” he replied, 
“but you shouldn’t.” 

In France, you see, dress¬ 
ing sloppily is not only an 
insult to yourself but also to 
anyone and everyone you 
interact with. 

Times Paris correspon¬ 
dent Elaine Sciolino’s La Se¬ 
duction is crammed with 
such anecdotes, illustrating 
how the secrets and sub¬ 


tleties of seduction drive all 
aspects of French life — 
from food to social faux 
pas, fashion to foreign poli¬ 
cy. 

She explains, however, 
that French seduction is not 
simply sexual: “The excite¬ 
ment comes less from grati¬ 
fication than desire.” 

The verb “seduce” has a 
softer connotation in 
France — indeed the rather 
sinister sounding diplomat¬ 


ic term “operation seduc¬ 
tion” translates to “charm 
offensive.” 

Still, a writer tells Scioli- 
no that seduction is like 
breathing for the French, 
and Alain Baraton, garden¬ 
er at the palace of Ver¬ 
sailles, calls it “the essence 
of life.” 

Yes, the book will make 
you want to fly to France to 
sip champagne — maybe 
even find some stranger to 


seduce — among the won¬ 
drous gardens of Versailles; 
to stroll past the Eiffel Tow¬ 
er and its carefully layered 
paint job so that its colour 
appears uniform in any 
light; or attend a power din¬ 
ner party where risotto 
with scallops is the first 
course and the conversa¬ 
tion is at once head-swim- 
mingly sophisticated and 
seemingly effortless.

Don’t let fees kill your returns

In the market 
for a new car? 
Weighing the 
pros and cons 
of leasing vs. 
buying? According to 
LeaseGuide.com if you plan 
to drive a vehicle for more 
than six years, buying is of¬ 
ten more affordable in the 
long term. However, 
monthly lease payments 
are much cheaper than fi¬ 
nancing payments. When 
you buy a car, you own it 
forever. Leasing is like rent¬ 
ing and you don’t own the 
car; rather, you pay to use it 
for a specific period of time. 

When that time is up, 
you can buy the car or walk 
away from it. Lease pay¬ 
ments are 30 to 60 per cent 
cheaper than financing pay¬ 
ments as you aren’t paying 
off the car; you’re covering 
the cost of depreciation. 


Leasing can work better 
when you need a car, but 
can’t afford the down pay¬ 
ment and/or monthly pay¬ 
ments or if you don’t want 
your cash tied up in costly 
car payments. If you’re a 
business owner, lease pay¬ 
ments can be written off 
(tax deductible). But when 
you lease a car, you’re al¬ 
lowed to drive a certain 
amount of kilometres each 
year. If you go over this 
amount, you can be 
charged rates/penalties. 
Typically leasing works best 
for those wanting to; make 
low payments; drive a new 
car every few years; not 
worry about maintenance 
costs; drive a predictable 
amount; handle regular 
light maintenance; and not 
build equity in a depreciat¬ 
ing asset. Buying works 
best for those wanting; low 
long-term costs of driving; 
to drive their car for a long 
time; to manage mainte¬ 
nance and repair services; 
unlimited kilometres; to 
build equity; the freedom 
to buy or sell whenever.

Canadians are 
increasingly 
aware of the 
existence of 
management 
expense ra¬ 
tios (MERs) for 
mutual funds. 
The average MER is be¬ 
tween 2.25 and 2.5 per cent 
but much higher for seg 
funds sold by insurance 
companies. These fees are 
deducted off the top of the 
fund’s return so you never 
actually see the amount. 

MERs compensate mutu¬ 
al fund companies for man¬ 
agement and research and 
also pay advisors/salespeo¬ 
ple for service and advice. 

MERs in Canada are gen¬ 
erally in the range of one to 
two per cent higher than 
comparable funds in the 
U.S. You have to wonder 
about that since the majori¬ 
ty of Canadian funds actual¬ 


ly beat their benchmark in¬ 
dex. Frankly, the lack of in¬ 
terest in mutual fund fees 
has always puzzled me. 
Most of us don’t feel we’re 
getting much service for 
the fees we’re paying. But 
do we complain? No. 

David Chilton, the au¬ 
thor of the Wealthy Barber 
bestseller, talks about this 
puzzling ambivalence to¬ 
ward investment fees in his 
entertaining seminars. He 
points out that, to most 
people, a 2.5 per cent fee 
doesn’t sound like much. 

For example, if I tell you 
that an item costs $100 and 
fees will add another 2.5 
per cent, or a mere $2.50, 
you are likely to shrug. In 
an age when sales taxes add 
13 to 15 per cent to the cost 
of so many goods and serv¬ 
ices, 2.5 per cent seems 
cheap 

Eveiyone agrees when 
Chilton presents it this way. 
Then he neatly flips things 
around by pointing out that 
if a mutual fund produces 
an eight per cent return be¬ 


fore fees are deducted in a 
given year, the fee portion 
amounts to a staggering 31 
per cent of that return. And

you pay those fees year in 
and year out, for as long as 
you hold the fund. Now 
that’s a real growth killer. 


► Ask if there are compara¬ 
ble funds with as good or 
better performance and 
lower fees. 

► Buy no-load funds to elimi¬ 
nate sales commissions 
(a.k.a. front-end loads and 
deferred sales charges).

The supporting cast that 
helped carry Nowitzlci and 
the Mavericks to the final 
has suddenly shrivelled. 

The Mavs trail 2-1 going 
into Game 4 tonight main¬ 
ly because they aren’t scor¬ 
ing enough.
